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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Examiner 
asked for an explanation of what E was. Applicant indicated that Emax in the claim was the maximum error and it was 
plus or minus the numbers given. Examiner indicated the claim did not state that and suggested that it meant that the 
error could only be between 2 and 2.5, not less or more. Examiner was unclear how E was calculated as the 
developable surface was the shape of the septum and thus the error would be zero as a developable surface is one 
that a flat sheet can contact all of without creasing or tearing and thus the flat pieces of the septum would be in contact 
with the entire developable surface. Applicant needed to further review the case before making more comments.
